mier-Marshal Stalin disclosed to- 
night in an order of the day. 


Sandomierz, west bank strong- 
hold 110 miles below besieged 
Warsaw, was captured by Marshal 
Ivan §S. Konev’s first Ukraine 
armies, the order of the day said. 


The Russians previously had 
been reported within 35 miles of 
Krakow and within 75 miles of 
German Silesia. 

This smash through Poland to- 
ward highly industrialized Ger- 
man Silesia occurred as Soviet 
naval fliers said that German 
troogs retreatine into East Prus- 
sia, far to the north, now were 
burning their own villages along 
the border in the path of Russian 
forces whose spearheads already 
might be fighting on Reich soil 
for the first time in the war.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(7)‘ 
President Roosevelt said today 
public opinion should be gradual- 
ly formed on the idea of offering 
a year’s postwar training—both 
military and civil—to 1,000,000 or. 
oo youths between 17 and 


years. 
He teld « news conference that

He said it would not constitute 
compulsory military training, but 
some military and some civilian 
training, including vocational and 
stenographic courses to prepare 
young men for civilian jobs, some 
of them in the government service.

Muscle building resulting from 
ditch-digging is a good thing for 
some, he declared.

British Cap 
65-Ton Tank

Germans have thrown a huge 
new, heayily armored tank into 
action on both the Russian and 
northern French fronts in an ef- 
fort to stem the Allied advances 
but first reports denied it was a 
“super weapon.” . 

One of the ~ew monsters weigh- 
ing over 65 tons and with six-inch 
armor plate—an inch and a half 
thicker than anything the enemy 
yet has put into action—was taken 
by the British on the Orne river 
front. 

The tank was a victim of a me- 
chanical breakdown and’ never 
had fired a shot in battle. 

Christened the “‘Pantiger” by its 
captors, the tank combines the 
best features of the Nazi. Tiger 
and Panther tanks, which weigh 
45 tons each.

The announcement said head- 
quarters was “unable to confirm 
earlier reports that American 
forces were in the vicinity of Ver- 
sailles.” 

It disclosed, however, that the 
Americans had widened their 
bridgehead over the Eure river 
northeast and southeast of Dreux, 
where they were within 20 miles 
of the Seine river.

While there are undeniably many things to be said for the 
proposal, we remain unconvinced that it would be to the best 
interests of Georgia to appoint—rather than elect—the state 
superintendent of schools. ene 

We have no doubt that it is in all good faith that the com-- 
mission redrafting the state constitution recommends that the 
change be made. And certainly the argument that it will serve 
to remove our schools more completely from political influence 
is an appealing one. 

Nevertheless, as Executive Secretary M. E. Thompson, long 
familiar with Georgia educational problems, told the commis- 
sion considering the matter: “The common schools of the state 
are—and should be allowed to remain—close to the people.” 

In theory, it is true, we. are far more likely to get a compe- 
tent career man to head our public school system if his appoint- 
ment is left up to the State Board of Education than if he must 
be a man of political leanings who can make a successful state- 
wide campaign every four years. 

But the fact remains that the State Board is appointed by 
the Governor and that if it, in tQrn, were charged with the task 
of selecting the superintendent, that worthy would, in actuality, 
be far removed from the dictates of the public will. Currently, 
to be sure, Georgia has a governor and a board of education of 
which the people of the state are justifiably proud and to which 
might well be entrusted the duty of selecting the best available 
superintendent. 

Such, however, has not always been the case. 

And we have, unfortunately, no real assurance that such might 
not, some day, be the case again. 

For that reason, we are of the opinion that the selecting of 
the state superintendent of schools should be left where it is 
—with the people. 7 

Wherever the welfare and education of their children are 
at stake, the people are hardly likely to tolerate politics and 
politicians. That much, it seems to us, was convincingly dem- 
onstrated two years ago this fall.

Communications 


The impending liberation of Paris is, obviously, supremely 
important to the Allies for its psychological effect. Nothing 
could so forcefully emphasize the crumbling of the German 
armies, to the people of Germany and the entire world, short 
of wide invasion of Germany proper. 

There is, however, another factor in which. occupation of the 
French capital will be extremely valuable to us. That is, in the 
control it will give us of communications in all France south of 
the Seine river. Already, by capturing Orleans, we have cut 
all main rail lines south and southwest save one. When we 
take Paris the entire French transport and communications 
systems to the south will be in our hands. 

Thus it is easy to forecast that it will be only a very short 
time after we drive the Germans out of the capital, before 
fully three-fourths of France is liberated. Then we shall have 
to drive the enemy out of the northeastern corner of the country, 
back over his own borders and so, on to Berlin. |.

The Real Man 
Henry Wallace 


If you are going to read this I would like for 

you to think of its subject, Henry A. Wallace, 
,not as the vice president, but as a person. 

For the past two days it has been my privi- 
lege to spend a not inconsiderable time in his company. 
asked but a few questions. I have done a lot of listening. 

I have never been amused by those who spoke of him asa wild- 
eyed dreamer who wanted every baby, even the Hottentot babies, 
to have milk. Those who spoke of him as a “pale collectivist” 
irritated me the more because they so hago were speaking out 
of a vast and contented ignorance, or they were deliberately seek- 
ing to Gistort the facts and prejudice others against him. 

He could not have been a collectivist because much of his fight 
had been in an entirely opposite direction. That is, he wanted 
exactly what Thomas Jefferson had advised for this country—a 
nation in which the farmers owned their own land. That cannot 
make for anything but conservatism. 

~ Again, he spoke out for free enterprise more strongly than any 

man in public life in Washington. No person in the administration 
has so often or so strongly spoken in behalf of the small business- 
man as Henry A. Wallace. 

These are some of the things in which the man believes. He 
believes in them strongly and without reservation. 

They certainly do not stamp him as a radical or a believer in 
the collective theory. 


PRACTICAL Asa matter of fact, he is not a mystic or a dream- 
er. He-is an immensely practical man. His chief 
interests are cofn and machinery and farms, in about that order. 

He was a good secretary of agriculture. 

His enemies like to tell how, in 1933, he “plowed under the 
little pigs.” 

The facts are that represertatives of the Farmers’ Grange, of 
the Farm Bureau, and other farm groups, met and discussed the 
problem. Hogs were selling at about $2 a hundred. There was a 
regen drouth. There was no feed. There was especially a shortage 
of corn. 

All the farm persons present recommended what was a very 
sensible _plan—to kill off the surplus pig crop, distribute the meat 
through markets and to the relief agencies caring for the millions 
hungry and out of work. 

Henry Wallace agreed with the recommendation. The decision 
was his responsibility. He took it. He has never explained it or 
defended himself. He would have brought in the others. He did 
not. He took it. 

He is a great opponent of all “isms.” He emphatically believes 
the job is to make “machine age democracy” work. 

It is never well to forget the machine, the physical fact of the 
machine. The southern farmer, trying to compete with tractors and 
the mechanized farms of the middle west, realizes that now. 

How, then, did Henry Wallace, of Scotch-Irish descent, the 
“middle-of-the-roader,’”’ come to be regarded as a “collectivist’’? | 

Perhaps because of the fact that he is not gifted with words. 
They come from him hesitatingly, slowly, or with a rush. Perhaps 
because he saw that this country must, to make it the best possible 
country, tie together the productive capacities of nature, machines 
and men. The sickness of the times, so evident in the ’30's, unem- 
ployment, hunger and nakedness in the midst of plenty, worried 
him. He saw that if the country is ever to have peace and pros- 
perity, the product of the combination of nature, machine and man 
must be more evenly distributed. 

He spoke of it with his halting, or rushing, words. 

Some deliberately selected a sentence or a paragraph to distort. 
He almost never fought back. So’he was fair game. The more 
vitriolic columnists, commentators and editorialists could take up 
the straw man they had named Henry Wallace and quote it about 
as they pleased, could shake it, throttle it, abuse it, ridicule it, It 
‘got something off their chest. And it never fought back. 

The man who was interested in sciences, whose rea] love is the 
earth and people, could not fight with spoken: words. Those who 
took the trouble to read his speeches found themselves absorbed, 
interested, sympathetic, won over. He kept going along. 

And today there are many thousands who know him for what 
he is, a man Strongly in love with his country, a conservative whose 
only vice is that he thinks this will be a safer, more conservative 
country if it can produce more and distribute it more evenly.

They Make Pottery 


In Town of Quimper 


About a week ago this column speculated 
about some dim and uncertain memories center- 
ae % d ing around the name of that town in Brittany, 
Ae ee oe Quimper. The name seemed to be associated 
with pottery and, likewise dimly, with books, perhaps as the scene 
of some ancient classic. 

Well, in so far az the pottery angle is concerned, the memory 
was correct. Numerous kind friends have written or telephoned re- 
freshing that memory and giving details. 

The. literary memory-shadow seems to be that of a book by 
Pierre Loti, titled “The Iceland Fisherman.” 

Quimper ware is of the earthernware type, heavier than china. 
It runs to water jugs and earthernware trays and such things. It 
is beautiful, yet has a quality of its own somewhat on the odd, or 
bizarre side. There are examples of it in numbers of Atlanta homes. 
There is, one friend told me, still a little on sale in at least one 
Atlanta store. 


THE FAMOUS “CALVAIRE” Several correspondents remind- 


ed of another feature of Breton 
life with which most of us are familiar, either from visiting there 
or from reading. That is the deeply religious character of the people 
of Brittany. 

At Quimper is a famous “Calvaire” or Calvary, with a very 
beautiful cross. To this shrine comes many a pilgrimage of de- 
vout Bretons for worship. 

All of Brittany is famous for its Religious Processions. For these 
occasions the natives wear their ancient Breton costumes. Huge 
head coverings, snowy white caps, adorn the women, while their 
dresses are voluminous and gaily colored and patterned. 

One of the most elaborate and important of these Religious Pro- 
cessions took place annually on August 15. I am wondering whether 
they have continued these festivals during the German occupation. 
If not, I wonder further whether, on this August 15, just a few 
days ago, they resurrected those beautiful costumes and whether 
Quimper and other Breton towns and villages were sufficiently 
freed of war to resume their historic custom. 

In Brittany, too, are to he found the 


DRUID TEMPLES 
remains of those ancient temples of the 


Druids, similar to the more famous Stonehenge in England. These 
were open-air temples where the priests of that savage, primitive 
cult made human, sacrifices to the gods of fire and of the oak. 
Cruel and savage though that religion was, perhaps it is a con- 
tinuance of the same religious fervor which accounts for the re- 
ligious pilgrimages and processions of more modern Breton times. 


FAMILIAR PLACES It is, in a sense, odd that so much of the 

more important combat area in this war 
should be in localities familiar to hundreds of thousands of tourists 
and holiday seekers in the days gone by. 

Normandy and Brittany are known so well to so many who have 
reveled in peaceful, restful vacations and there is no more famous 
resort area than the French Riviera, the Mediterranean shores 
where Allied invaders went ashore early Tuesday morning. 

, Someday, someday very soon, the foot of the despoiler will 
have been lifted from the soil of France. Someday that great nation 
will again be free. And, someday, there will be new throngs of 
visitors to the ancient scenes. Probably, among those new tour- 
ists, will be many thousands to whom the places are becoming 
familiar today as, in the uniforms of the United Nations, they drive 
the Hun back to his fetid lair.

Something New 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—From 
San Francisco word comes of a 
new wrinkle in government. Rear 
Adm, Harold G. Bowen has ap- 
plied “sanctions” against several 
hundred union machinists who 
refused to do overtime work on 
important Navy jobs. 

These “sanctions,” meaning pun- 

ized by Fred M. Vinson, the di- 
rector of economic stabilization, 
and we learn thet the men will 
be reported to their draft boards, 
to the War Manpower Commission 
and to their ration boards. 
_ Thus, the Navy, which under 
our way of government, is sup- 
posed to have no authority over 
civilians, moves to review the 
draft deferments of these men; to 
blackball them from all work and, 
moreover, to starve them by shut- 
ting off their food allowances. 
Why else would they be reported 
to their ration boards? 

These “sanctions,” meaning pun- 
ishments, are inflicted on men

violation of law, much less tried 


a4 and convicted. 


The selective service law was 
intended to select men for the 
Army and Navy, not to coerce ci- 
vilians by intimidation. Rationing 
was adopted to apportion the sup- 
ply of food, heat and gasoline. 
The authority of the War Man- 
power Commission is vast and 
vague, but even here the fact re- 
mains that an American is sup- 
posed to be entitled to a fair trial 
in a regulah court.on_ specific 
charges of violation of law. 


Rights at Stake 


If these men are suspected of 

any offense deserving punish- 
ment they should be charged, ar- 
rested and tried; for certainly 
valuable rights are at stake here. 
One of them at least, the right 
to a fair, individual share of food 
and heat is not subject to revoca- 
tion by any court, even durifig a 
condemned murderer's stay in the 
death house. 
, Only a few days 4go, in Phila- 
delphia, four men suspected of or- 
ganizing and leading the transpor- 
tation strike were fired and certi- 
fied to their draft boards. One is 
above the draft age and he not 
only loses his years of seniority 
with the company, certainly a val- 
uable right, but is blackballed en- 
tirely from all work for the du- 
ration of the war. 

It has been only a few years 
since the ideologists of the New 
Deal were arguing angrily that a 
worker had a property right in 
his job. It was compared to a 
franchise. Some of them said that 
if an employer fired a worker he 
should be forced to pay him a cer- 
tain cash sum in addition to his 
earned pay and dismissal pay, 
representing the value of a piece 
of property or a right, namely the 
job he had lost. It was even ar- 
gued that a man should have the 
right to sell his job to another 
and, then, in the zone of the ri- 
diculous, a_ situation was _ con- 
jured in which a_ syndicate of 
smart hustlers would buy up for 
cash several millions of individ- 
ual jobs and lease them back to 
the workers. 


Now Flouted 


These actions, against men who 
seem to have been acting entire- 
ly within their ancient legal 
rights, reg pe flout the concept 
of a job aS personal property: 
Moreover, they violate rights 
which existed long before the 
adoption of those laws and regu- 
lations pecieny known as “la- 
ae gains” won under the New 

eal, 

In Philadelphia, there is a 
question whether the four men 
had violated the Smith-Connally 
act. Aside from the fact that some 
unions openly repudiated this law 
as unconstitutional and advised 
their members to ignore it when 
it was passed over President 
Roosevelt's veto, a more imme: 
diate and more important fact 
cries out, 

If they are charged with viola- 
tion of this act, they should be 
tried under it and punished ac- 
cordingly, Instead they have been 
punished summarily and there 
seems to be no court to which 
they can appeal because no court 
imposed the sentences. 

The blacklist long ago was con- 
demned by all liberals and by the 
unions as a vicious weapon, It 
makes it impossible for a man to 
get a job and, in the old days, 
men adopted false names and 
moved to other regions to start 
over.

WASHINGTON.—More of the grand —— 
of the Allied high command begins to 

: with the new ed invasion of southern France. 
eS That strategy, as officially defined here by 
high-ranking military leaders, calls for the up and destruc- 
tion of German combat armies in France, in northern Italy, on the 
Russian battle fronts, and elsewhere, rather than “pushing” opera- 

tions designed to shove the Nazis back on their homeland. 

Competent Allied sources are authority for the statement that 
there will be no big climax of the war in Europe with the Hitlerite 
armies making a “Custer’s last stand” inside Germany. Long be- 
fore we drive into the Reich, Allied strategy calls for the defeat and 
the disintegration of Nazi armies on the field of battle. 

What is happening in the Normandy “pocket,” where 12 crack 
German divisions. are heing cut to pieces, is an example of the 
tactics to be employed. 

The stage setting is now, being provided for a series of final 
battles which are expected to liquidate the bulk of Germany's best 
fighting forces. test may come within the next six to eight 


weeks, and when it does all roads leading from France and Russia 
into Germany will be left wide open, it is believed. 


SQUEEZE New Allied landings in southern France are regarded 

as the prelude to another squeeze play on the western 
front similar to the one being unfolded by fhe Russians in the Baltie 
area. 

It must be evident to the Germans now ‘that our whole str. —— 
from the beginning of the invasion has been to pinch off the ion 
ern half of France, from the Mediterranean to the Bay of Biscay 
rather than make a frontal attack on the more highly f 
channel ports, which are nearer to the Reich. ~ 


That is why we moved southward across the Normandy and 
Brittany peninsulas instead of northward in thre direction of Havre 
and Calais after establishing beachheads on the coast of France. 


In that we seem to have succeeded in fooling the Germans com- 
pletely. They had evidently ex ed us to direct the main force 
of our attack against the channel ports, preliminary to a drive into 
the heart of Germany through the Low Countries. But we moved 
in the opposite direction. 

The purpose of this maneuver, as explained by Allied military 
heads, was to give us, first, suitable ports for use in bringing in 
equipment and supplies; and, second, ground over which to deploy 
our forces. " 

With the new landings in southern France, if is not difficult to 
surmise what our immediate objectives are. They are (1) to effect 
a juncture between the armies operating from Brittany and the 
Mediterranean, thus cutting off the lower portion of France, and 
(2) to come in behind the German armies operating in northern 
Italy. In this way we should be able to clear the Nazis out of 
Italy much sooner than we would have otherwise. 


Military observers are confident that we will ‘be able to effect 
a juncture between the armies in the south and west of France 
without much difficulty. The Germans will have to clear out of 
the lower central region of France in a hurry, if they are to avoid 
being trapped by the two converging Allied forces. 


The ease with which we made the landings iff southern France 
indicates, in fact, that the Nazis already had sensed the of 
their position and were pulling out before we arrived. If t is 
true, we should have to overcome little more than a rear-guard re- 
sistance from the Germans in bringing our two armies together 
somewhere near the middle of the country. 

While it took the Allies two months to get set for the big drive 
now under way from Normandy, a similar period of preparation 
need not be expected in southern France. It may take only a few 
weeks, Then the real battle of France will be launched,

Thus the grand strategy of the Allied high command begins to 
unfold. It is not unlikely that a number of important off-shoots of 
the main plan may be undertaken, such, for example, as new. in- 
vasions in Norway, and a thrust from Italy across the Adriatic into 
Yugoslavia. 

But whether these come or not, the chief Allied effort to knock 
out the cream of the German army is expected to be centered in 
France. The Russians moving down the eastern front will provide 
the other prong of the giant pincer movement. ;
